PROCEEDINGS 


The Sixty-first Annual Session of the Baptist State 
Convention of North Carolina met with the First Bap- 
tist Church, Fayetteville, N. C., Tuesday evening, No- 
vember Ist, 1927. 

Local Program 

The local program was the first part of the exercises 
of the evening. 

At 7:30 o’clock Rev. Dr. E. E. Smith, Principal of the 
State Normal School of the city, presided as master of 
ceremonies. He asked Rev. M. L. Dawson to lead in 
devotions, and Bro. Dawson sang, “Every Time I Feel 
the Spirit Moving in My Heart,” etc., and “I Want to 
be Ready,” etc. The master of ceremonies made some 
live opening remarks and said, in referring to the Na- 
tional Emblem, which largely constituted the beautiful 
decorations of the church edifice: ‘Every Negro Bap- 
tist is a patriot.” In speaking of the Baptist Church 
in this country, he said that there are more than 24,000 
Negro Baptist churches in the United States, and that 
there are 19 Protestant Negro Baptist denominations. 
As to membership, there are 4,715,314, and of this total 
3,253,733 are Negro Baptists. He mentioned the great 
responsibility of the Baptists, and said: “You must 
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hold up the hands of the law more than any other de- 
nomination.” 

Music, “How Firm a Foundation.” There was prayer 
by Rev. T. T. Branche, pastor of Haymount Presbyterian 
Church. Music: Spiritual, by church choir. Scripture 
lesson by Rev. J. W. Herritage, Rector St. Joseph Epis- 
copal Church, the 9lst Psalm. Prayer by Rev. W. R. 
Gullins, D. D., pastor St. Luke A. M. E. Church. Music: 
“He is Watching Over Israel” (Mendelssohn), by State 
Normal School choir. 

The Deacon and Trustee Boards of the church, indi- 
vidually, were introduced to the audience. 


Addresses of Welcome

To the State Convention of North Carolina—Fellow Comrades, 
Ladies and Gentlemen:

We are here by invitation and an unanimous 
vote of the ministers and messengers in our last Convention at 
Weldon, N. C. And let us remember that this city, Fayetteville, 
is one of the leading cities of the State, for it is here that one 
of the three Negro State normal schools is located, and the 
oldest of the three in the State. We should commend ourselves, 
that for nearly a half century the worthy, wide-awake, stirring, 
energetic, present Principal, Dr. E. E. Smith, who is a Baptist, 
that the State of North Carolina should, and I am satisfied feel 
proud of, for it was under his leadership, as well as presidency, 
that the two bodies of Baptists were united; who is still the Mod- 
erator of one of our loyal Associations (the Union Association) 
and has been for many years. The school of which he is head 
released him, once in 1883, to serve as Minister-Resident and 
Consul-General of the United States Government to the Re- 
public of Liberia, West Coast, Africa; and also, in 1898, to serve 
as Adjutant of the Third North Carolina Volunteers’ Regiment. 
During these years of service there has been more than four 
thousand graduates sent out into the State as teachers. Proud 
Fayetteville is at the head of navigation of the Cape Fear River 
and is in the heart of one of the most interesting sections of the 
State from a historical point of view. One of the two silk mills 
in the State is located here. Fayetteville is the county-seat of 
Cumberland county. 

We are the guest of the members and friends of the First 
Baptist Church, with its pastor, Rev. T. H. Dwelle, as leader, 
whom we regard as safe in his leadership as pastor. We have 
gathered from all over our great State, and this body is looked 
upon as the strongest body of Christian workers in the State. 
This in itself requires larger responsibilities. I know that you 
are busy pastors, and are kept engaged in the Lord’s business, 
yet we appreciate the sacrifice that you have made to be here; 
it is indeed a manifestation of loyalty, as well as Christian unity. 

I regret, however, that by the advice of my physician, I was 
kept at home under treatment for the larger parts of September 
end October—the months of our Associations—yet, I am proud 
that others made themselves active in visiting many of our As- 
sociations. The few that it was my opportunity to visit, I found 
and received a very warm reception and saw the fields still white 
and ready to harvest. . 

We realize one of our greatesti needs upon the field today is 
unity. Nothing is more evident in our Lord’s life than that He, 
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Himself, believed in and depended upon fellowship as a source 
of comfort and a means of strength. He, in whom dwelt all the 
fullness of the Godhead body, was yet so perfectly and truly 
human, one with us and like us, that His heart hungered after 
human fellowship and His soul rested on human friends. We 
see this brought out in Christ’s choice of His disciples. Instead 
of going out on His mission alone, He began His public ministry 
by gathering around Himself a select circle of friends, to whom 
He confided the deepest thoughts of His soul, and whom He took 
with Him up and down the walks of His ministry as His com- 
panions and His comforters. We see it more forcibly in the se- 
lection of some out of this number to be especially near to Him 
in the great crisis of His earthly experience. There were three 
out of the twelve—Peter, James and John—whcom He seemed to 
admit still more closely into the confidence of His heart, as 
though through this circle within the circle, He is showing us 
more clearly His reverance for human friendships and His de- 
pendence upon them. Still further does He reveal this charac- 
teristic of His humanity in the selection of one out of the three, 
upon whom He especially leaned, and to whom He particularly 
turned, as to one most of all in spiritual kinship with Himself. 
This one is the disciple whom Jesus loved. I believe that this 
was a truly human friendship—the drawing to one another of 
two souls that were mutually congenial, each finding its best 
self-expression through the other. How gratefully and how 
touchingly our Lord expresses His obligation to these human 
friends, when He said: “Ye are they which have continued with 
Me in My temptation.” Not always were they worthy of that 
high word from Him. There was a time when they forsook Him 
and fled under the terror of men; yet Jesus trusted them, leaned 
upon them, and was grateful to them for what they gave to His 
life. So must we as workers in this Convention trust each other, 
be grateful to each other, and lean upon each other. I think 
that nothing is more evident than that Christ desired the ele- 
ment of fellowship to be a part of the religion that He founded. 
He desired that the spirit of fellowship should run through Chris- 
tian life, and instead of it being suppressed and crowded out; 
instead of His disciples drifting apart into individualism, He 
longed that fellowship should be cultivated among them and that 
mutual dependence and the love of one for another should be 
strengthened with time. This is very affectionately seen in His 
institution of the communion. But the striking thought is that 
the fellowship which Christ blesses most evidently is the fellow- 
ship in which He Himself is a part: a medium, as it were, 
through which human friends find one another, and human friend- 
ship takes up into itself through Him—a saving, sanctifying and 
glorifying element. It is the joy of one who has learned what 
it is to have fellowship with Christ; to wish that the divine ele- 
ment shall continue to be a part of every close relationship that 
we form, and that every such relationship may be kept holy and 
saved from disintregation and loss, and confusion, and sin, by 
His presence in it. 

Now, brethren of this Convention, the thought of a union of 
human hearts in Christ is no vain dream. It may be realized 
in all stages of our lives. Daniel Webster, when asked what 
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was the greatest thought that ever impressed his mind, replied: 
“The greatest thought that ever took posession of my intellect 
is my personal responsibility to God.” If I was asked what is 
the greatest thought that ever took possession of my own mind, 
I think I should say: “That it is my personal union with Jesus 
Christ.” Where there is union there is strength—physical, finan- 
cial, as well as spiritual. 


There are at least six forms of figure in the New Testament 
that set forth this union of Christ with the believer, viz: (1) 
There is one that is drawn from the animal kingdom—the sheep 
and the shepherd. (2) There is one that is drawn from the 
vegetable kingdom—the vine and the branch. (3) There is one 
drawn from the mineral kingdom—the building and the living 
stone. (4) There is one that is drawn from the human form— 
the body and its members. (5) There is one that is drawn from 
the family relation—the family and its members, or the state 
and its commonwealth and its citizens. (6) There is one that 
is drawn from the marriage relation—the bride and the bride- 
groom. But when we look upen each of these unions, we see 
they can be broken or separated, but union with Christ is in- 
separable. 


Now a word regarding the union with Christ in the home life. 
What is more precious in this world than the realization of 
Christ in our home relationship, viz: Speaking to yourselves in 
Psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing and makine mel- 
ody in your hearts to the Lord, giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; submitting yourselves one to another in the fear of God. 
Wives submit yourselves unto your own husbands as unto the Lord; 
husbands love your wives, even as Christ loved the church and 
gave Himself for it; children, obey your parents in the Lord, 
for this is right; servants, be obedient to them that are your 
masters according to the flesh, with fear and trembling, in sin- 
gleness of heart, as unto Christ. This is just a vart of the 
unfolding of the principle of unicn in Christ, that in the home, 
as well as in the personal friendships of life, it is the design 
of our Lord that He shall enter; that He shall be a part of all 
these vital relationships that bind our lives together in the circle 
of the home; that He shall be crowned in the home as the master 
of the house—the Lord of the home life. 


In the larger life of the church: The law that Christ laid down 
is union with Himself. He gave some apostles, and some pro- 
phets, and some evangelists, and some pastors and teachers: 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, 
for the edifying of the body of Christ, till we all come in the 
unity of the faith and of the knowledge of the Son of God unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of the statue of the fullness of 
Christ; that we, speaking the truth in love, may grow up into 
Him in all things, which is the Head, even Christ, from Whom 
all the body, fitly framed and knit together through that which 
every joint supplied according to the working in due measure of 
each several part, making the increase of the body unto the 
building up of itself in love. Oh, I would that the ideal of the 
church of Christ might be brought forward in these days of con- 
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fusion, unrest and misunderstanding; that the larger life of the 
church, in view of union with Christ, might everywhere, especi- 
ally all over this our great State, be seen to be the life of a 
body compacted in Himself, every member thereof contributing 
to the unity and the harmony of the effective and perfect whole. 


Our Agencies 


I regret to call your attention to the fact of our effort and 
vote at the sitting of our last Convention held at Weldon, N. C., 
in keeping with our recommendation for a whole-time Financial 
Secretary on the field. Our votes were cast and the lot fell upon 
our present Corresponding Secretary, Dr. C. S. Brown. He was 
given sixty days in which to answer us whether he would be 
able to give his whole time to the work. At the same meeting 
another vote was cast, that if he should answer in the negative, 
that the Board would be authorized to employ the man that had 
the next highest number of votes. During this interval of sixty 
days, the Broad of Promotion, with the aid of the Corresponding 
Secretary and others, kept our State work alive. Then a meet- 
ing was called at Shaw University on December 1st to hear and 
pass upon the decision of Dr. Brown, who was present with the 
Board, and who answered in the negative. Therefore, we labored 
on and called another meeting on the 12th of January, and em- 
ployed Dr. W. H. Knuckle, and -waited upon him for an answer. 
Later he answered in the negative. But, by the unity and effort 
of the brotherhood, we moved on financially, as well as co- 
operatively. Then the Board met on the 6th of June and ap- 
pointed one key-man as an agent in every Association of the 
State to work co-operatively and send in their report to the 
Board of Promotion. Thus, you see, brethren, this has been a 
year of many changes that brought thought and toil to a few 
faithful workers. 

Our Board of Promotion has labored with the Corresponding 
Secretary to keep our obligation to Shaw University, as well as 
others, unbroken. We commend the effort on the part of the 
Board of Promotion in their work, with its head, Dr. O. S. Bul- 
lock, notwithstanding his obligation as pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church, of Raleigh, N. ©. He has labored untiringly to see 
that all of our financial obligations were kept for the entire year. 
Dr. C. 8. Brown, our Corresponding Secretary, with his long and 
wide experience, has stood ready at all times to advise and come 
to the rescue of the Baptists of the State, as he has done for 
nearly half a century. Respect, honor and congratulation is 
due these tireless workers for their labor during the year now 
closing. 

Shaw University 


The school of our pride should have our hearty support. I 
need not mention to you its accomplishments in the past half 
century. There is} not an institution, irrespective of denomina- 
tion, that has done more for the State in which it exists than 
Shaw University, with only three presidents in its history. 
Its influence is felt all over these United States of America, as 
well as in Canada, Mexico and our foreign fields of Africa and 
the isles of the seas, for its students are among the leading 
workers’ wherever we find them. 
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We thank you for the $5,000 obligation of this Convention 
that you have paid, and yet we feel that with a more perfect 
organization among the Baptists of the State, much more could 
have been done. Therefore, we persistently urge that we go 
down from this Convention determined that we shall endow 
Shaw University by our loyalty and financial drive or budget 
with the $100,000.00. 

I call your attention as pastors to the Theological Depart- 
ment, with Dean A. W. Pegues as its head. This department 
has done much for the pastors of this and other States, and 
still he is faithful in his duty as head of that department, ready 
with a course of study for all classes of ministers. See him and 
talk the matter over. 

We have a Shaw drive each year and a Shaw day, but, my 
brethren, we give some attention to it, but “there remaineth yet 
‘ very much land to be possessed.” 

We note with pride in our various communities that those that 
Shaw University send out are among the active workers in our 
churches of the State. Therefore, let us give to Shaw both our 
moral as well as our financial support. 


Our Secondary Schools 


We are thankful that we still have a few secondary schools. 
We look upon them as feeders to Shaw University. Some of 
them, are accredited schools, for which we commend the princi- 
pals, with their co-workers. Now, for these schools to hold 
their much-needed place for Kingdom-building, let us as Bap- 
tists see that they have our support, and that we talk them up 
in our church communities, as well as send our children and 
others with whom we may have influence to them. These 
schools are located at Lumberton, N. C., Burgaw, N. C., Rich 
Square, N. C., Elizabeth City, N. C., Spindale, N. C., Faison, 
N. C., Parmele, N. C., and Norlina, N. C. 

These, with others, have been mighty factors in our denomi- 
nation. We appreciate what the principals have done for 
Shaw University in the past, but when we think seriously upon 
the increase of our denomination, we urge them to continue to 
emphasize in their respective schools Shaw University. 

Now, to the Pastors: Have you done your best to perpetuate 
these institutions? If not, let us pledge our loyalty today and 
co-operate with principals, and see to it that every school is 
crowded in the future, or report to God the reason why. 


The “Union Reformer” 


This paper is one of our best means of communication in the 
State. Brethren, you will admit with me that the paper has 
been greatly neglected. We feel proud that we have a paper 
through which to speak to each other. We quite agree with 
the saying that, “Reading makes a full man.” Now that we 
may have the necessary information that should come to us as 
Baptists we must read our paper. If it is not what it should 
be, it is no fault of the few supporters, but the entire Baptist 
family of North Carolina. 

We must again congratulate the Board of Promotion—the 
editorial staff—which is a strong one, for what they have done 
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through the columns of the paper and keeping it alive for the 
past year; Rev. M. W. Williams, and our field man “Here and 
There,” and Rev. G. A. Miles, for their interest in this paper. 
What shall we do without a paper? Think of our many 
Conventions and Associations, all of which have the privilege, 
as well as the opportunity, to announce their programs and 
places of meeting through the columns of this paper; and it is 
a splendid means of advertising. Let us see to it that this 
paper is placed in every home of the Baptist family in North 
Carolina, and other homes as well. God grant that we may 
take hold, especially when our agents enter our communities. 


Home and Foreign Missions 


IT am mentioning here our Home Field. In reality, it should 
take the first place in all cf our Christian activities. Jesus 
says: “Ye be witness unto Me, both in Jerusalem and in Judea 
and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts of the earth.” 
Nothing is plainer than this declaration, and it should find a 
place in our churches. 

Quite a remarkable work has been accomplished on our Home 
Field during the last two years by the co-operation and in- 
terest of the white Baptists of the State, who have given us 
the services of a whole-time man to go into all parts of our © 
State and interest our people along all lines, especially to im- 
part such information that is most helpful to them along the 
intellectual line, in the person of Dr. J. H. Moore, who has 
worked faithfully in the discharge of his duty as Missionary. 
We should congratulate ourselves and extend cur sincere thanks 
to our white friends for their liberal contribution. As a race 
we have made rapid strides of progress, notwithstanding the 
many oppositions which have confronted us; yet, when we think 
of the willingness of our white brethren in the State to help 
us, we should thank God and take courage. 


Our Evangelistic Board 


This board, with Rev. H. P. Eaton as chairman, who has re- 
cently been called out of the State to a larger pastorate and 
salary, and to do a greater work, has done some very com- 
mendable work in soul-saving. Their mid-year meeting in Wil- 
mington, N. C., was very inspiring. 

Our sisters have done their duty fully in helping to keep 
the home fires burning. There should be a missionary circle 
in every church in our State. We regard the Womans’ Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society as an auxiliary to our Convention. 
We regret that for a large part of the year the President, Mrs. 
Pattie Shepherd, has been indisposed and was not able to at- 
tend their last convention held in Goldsboro, N. C., in July, 
yet we are proud of the other officers, especially their Cor- 
responding Secretary, Miss M. A. Burwell, who was kept by 
the hands of God on the field. She has come to our rescue in 
many times of need as a willing worker for God. Let each 
pastor here assembled and each pastor that can be touched in 
our State begin from this meeting with a new determination 
to see to it that the missionary work is organized in their re- 
spective communities. 
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Without Casting Any Flowers 


To our Sunday School State Convention, with Prof. R. W. 
Brown as President and Hon. C. C. Spaulding as retiring Presi- 
dent, and our untiring worker, Dr. A. W. Pegues, for more than 
one-quarter of a century as its Corresponding Secretary. These 
officers, with the assistance of a few others, have kept our Sun- 
day School work in the front rank with other States of the 
American Union. 

The Sunday School is regarded as the teaching department 
of the church. We think their last session held at Henderson, 
N. C., as one of the best in its history. This organization needs 
the presence and support of our pastors. 


We urge the pastors to keep before their Sunday Schools 
our colored publishing houses for literature to be used in the 
Sunday Schools of the State, and to send their crders through 
our house at Raleigh, N. C., that a part of our money may stay 
in the State. 


Our B. Y. P. U. 


The work of training our young people and other church 
members in the rights, duties and privileges of church mem- 
bership has been and is largely delegated to the B. Y. P. U.’s 
in our churches. Every successful pastor knows that of all 
the auxiliaries of a Baptist church, a healthy, well-functioning 
B. Y. P. U. is the hardest to maintain. But the experimental 
and uncertain period in the existence of our B. Y. P. U. work 
has already been passed. No modern, successful church would 
think of existing without striving to preserve the energy of 
its young people; imparting and placing within ‘their reach 
religious knowledge; helping them to discover their religious 
resources, themselves, their obligation and responsibilities, and 
also energizing them with those spiritual dynamics, without 
which they are never effectual Christian workers. 


The progress made in this difficult work must be largely at- 
tributed to the officers of our State B. Y. P. U., with Dr. J. B. 
Davis as President and Miss Daisy Saunders as Corresponding 
Secretary, with the support of many of cur pastors. We must 
give the work of our young people a larger place in our 


churches and other denominational organizations. We can if 
we will. 


Now, brethren, through this aid and through the various 
above-named State organizations, we are able each year to 
send up a very handsome contribution to the Lott Caery For- 
eign Mission Convention. We have been able for many years 
to keep our churches informed about our Foreign Mission 
work through the “Lott Caery Herald,” and that many of our 
constituents, even officers of that Convention, are members of 
this Convention. Its head, the President, Dr. C. S. Brown, 
for its entire history a faithful, hard and energetic worker with 
us, is an active member and officer of this Convention. 

We express our sincere thanks to the pastors and faithful 
workers in our State bodies for past achievements. But the 
work is not yet over. Let us labor, watch and pray, and have 
faith in God, and all things will work out for the best of all. 
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In Conclusion 


Let me say that we have had a great and good year, although 
it has not been uneventful. Our work as Baptists in this State 
has compared favorably with the work cf other denominations 
and with Baptists in other States. Our manifested destiny is 
before us, and we are all gradually marehing to it. 

Permit me again to thank you for the manifested loyalty 
you have given me as your President, with many dark pictures 
before me. I have striven to do my best as your servant. I 
have visited all of our State bodies in their annual sessions, 
viz: Women’s Home and Foreign Mission Convention and 
Sunday School and B. Y. P. U. Conventions, and my observa- 
tion has been that if all of these State bodies could meet at 
one time and place we might easily be able to save fifty per 
cent or more of our transportation fare, and thereby save the 
State a very handsome sum for the use of education and Home 
and Foreign Missions. I have visited four board meetings, 
visited and spoken at four Associations, three Unions, three 
County Conventions and one Evangelistic Board meeting, and 
delivered nine local addresses. Every visit that I have made 
I have received very warm reception, of which I take this 
method to thank those that heard me mention our dear old 
State, with its many organizations, and received my message gladly. 

I have brought for your consideration the following recom- 
mendations: 

1.—That our next meeting be held at such time and place 
that will be convenient for the meeting of all.of our State bodies. 

2—That as early as possible our Corresponding Secretary 
be requested to notify the Corresponding Secretary of each of 
our State bodies to call a joint meeting of all the members of 
each of their Executive Boards. to map out a suitable program 
for this joint meeting. 

3.—That we petition the white Baptists of the State of North 
Carolina to continue their contribution to us of the services of 
Dr. J. H. Moore, and that a letter of thanks be sent to them 
through our proper officers. 

5.—That our Financial Secretary be requested to select at 
least four of our active pastors in the State to act with local 
men in the various Associations as financial agent. Plans to 
be worked out by the Financial Secretary. 

6.—That a budget be made; that a part of all money sent up 
to this Convention be given to our secondary schools. 

7.—A $100,000.00 endowment for Shaw University, and that 
a special committee be selected from our joint board meeting to 
arrange plans for said endowment. 

8.—A better salary for pastors, and that more time be given 
to the pastorate. Aiso that special provision be made for aged 
ministers. 

9.—That we continue our headquarters at Raleigh, N. C. 

10.—That the Auditor be requested to audit all finance at 
least ten days before the convening of this Convention. 

Now, brethren, may I close with the prayer that our next 
meeting may be the meeting of all the State bodies, and general 
plans be made and passed upon to bring about a reformation 
of our work through this our great State.

Let us preach it and thus push forward 
all phases of our work.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY 


Myr. President and Brethren: 


It is a high and blessed privilege to be co-workers together 
with God in the salvation of a lost world. To review our efforts 
in this direction, we have here assembled. We began the year’s 
work last November under uncertain conditions. Our anxiety to 
see the work prosper led us to suggest modifications of our for- 
mer plan, which failed to come up to our expectations. We have 
depended too much on plans of work, forgetting the fact that 
the chief factor in success is “the mind to work.” Any plan is 
good if backed by good loyal workers. It is hard to improve on 
the old methods of Baptist work introduced by “the fathers.” 
We have suffered seriously for several years with too much ma- 
chinery. We have been asked unofficially to come to this meet- 
ing prepared to adopt a plan that will contribute to Baptist 
progress. In all our efforts, let us remember supremely that the 
work is the Lord’s, and that He will carry it on when we who 
are here are dead and gone. Jealousy and bigotry should be far 
from us in making plans for the Lord’s work. 


It has been my delightful privilege, through your suffrage, 
to have served our great denomination in this State for many 
years. I am sincerely grateful for the respect and confidence 
that my brethren have shown me all these years. When it was 
a dishonor to be called a Baptist I traveled the State over again 
and again and plead our cause; and today, we stand in the front 
line, the strongest evangelical denomination in the State. Al- 
though acclaimed as your leader again and again, I have never 
tried to dominate the least member of our group, or felt myself 
your superior. I have never sought an office in our convention, 
and have never asked any brother to support me. Office-seeking 
is poor business in a Christian body—in a Baptist Convention 
especially. I have long since learned that a man rises to promi- 
nence among Baptists by merit alone; and that you cannot vote 
greatness on any man. I am forced to make these statements 
because of malicious charges recently made in public print 
concerning by official stewardship. I wish to pledge you, whether 
in office or whether serving as an humble floor member, I shall 
be loyal to the interest of our great denomination and work with 
you for missions, education and the fundamental principles of 
the Baptist denomination. 

As your Secretary, and constitutional director of our work in 
the State, I shall proceed to lay before you what has been ac- 
complished during the year and suggest plans for the future. 
I shall aim to be honest and unbiased—to give facts, whether 
they please or displease. 


The Field Agent, or Whole Time Man 


An extraordinary effort was made at our previous Convention 
to secure a “whole time” man for the Convention. It was made 
a subject of prayer. When the vote was taken, the writer was 
chosen. It was known before the vote was taken that I could 
not accept on the condition named. A substitute was provided, 
but he failed to accept; hence the work has been conducted as 
it had been during the past few years. The Board of Promotion 
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took absolute charge of the Convention’s work. The President’s 
office, the Corresponding Secretary’s office and the Treasurer’s 
office were assumed by the Chairman—Secretary of the Board of 
Promotion. All moneys were sent to him and never went into 
our treasury. The President of the Convention signed no orders 
to pay out money, nor did the Corresponding Secretary originate 
the orders, as provided by the Constitution. This was not done 
with State Sunday School Convention, or with the Woman’s Bap- 
tist State Convention, the other co-operating bodies. Their officers 
functioned; but the Board of Promotion became “receivers” of 
this Convention, just as I predicted at our High Point meeting 
they would do. This is un-Baptistic, and should be stopped for 
the good of the cause. 


Missionary Pastors 


We recommend that we employ missionary pastors, on the 
commission plan, to work in our various Associations to push 
our conventional interests. Twenty or thirty conscientious men 
working for the Convention part time would accomplish more 
than one man giving his whole time running up and down the 
State collecting only his salary. This plan has been tried, and 
worked well. 

It is desirable to have a full time man, but the Baptists of the 
State are in no humor at this time to support a man in this 
office. To command adequate support, a whole time man must 
possess a high degree of personality, ability and zeal. This is 
our great problem. 


Co-operation With Our White Baptists 


As ordered by you last year, I attended the White Baptist 
State Convention, which was held in Wilmington, as your fra- 
ternal messenger. They received me most cordially and heard 
me gladly. Dr. J. H. Moore, through their kindness, has done 
effective service among our churches during the year, as his 
monthly reports to my office indicate. Also, the numerous let- 
ters that have come from the various sections in which he has 
labored show that the people are pleased and helped by his min- 
istrations. A summary of his report will give some idea of his 
activities. This report covers only eleven months of the year, 
and comes up to September 30th.

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The Convention’s Finances 


As aforementioned, our finances have been so irregularly col- 
lected and paid out, your Secretary is not in position to report 
in full. The Board of Promction assumed authority to collect 
and disburse our money during the year, contrary to the regula- 
tion in our Constitution. (See Article IV, Sections 6 and 7). 
The moneys that came under the supervision of this office, to- 
gether as receipts and disbursements, will appear as Supplement 
No. 1 to this report. 

Such money as came into my hands designated for foreign 
missions was sent directly to the foreign mission Secretary, with 
request that receipts be made to donors direct. 


The “Union-Reformer” 


The “Union-Reformer” is not the property of the Baptist peo- 
ple, but belongs to the Ligon estate. We have adopted it as our 
organ, and assumed its support. We must have a paper, soundly 
and discreetly edited. As the paper is now run, it is an irrespon- 
sible sheet and is unworthy to represent our great denomination. 
We ought to support it, or take hands off. We must have a paper 
edited by a broad-minded editor, who knows how to write, what 
to write, and when to write. We need a big, broad, decent paper. 
Is it not time we had such a paper? 


Our Foreign Mission Work 


Baptists of North Carolina are intensely interested in foreign 
mission work; this has been fully demonstrated by their deeds. 
We fostered and created largely the Lott Carey Convention—the 
greatest movement among Negro Christians for kingdom-building 
in the world. Their influence has dominated that convention un- 
challenged for thirty years. No other Negro organization of 
Christians has made a more honorable record, and every pledge 
and contract made during these years has been kept and re- 
deemed. It has required unusual tact and ability to develop this 
splendid organization. It may be true that some mistakes have 
been made in these thirty years, but no money has been squan- 
dered, wasted or stolen, except what was lost by the failure of 
The True Reformer’s Bank. It is the only organization that I 
know of among Negro Baptists that has published all receipts 
and disbursements for the inspection of friends and foes. Dur- 
ing the past few years its program has expanded wonderfully, 
even beyond our ability, and still the demands grew. This was 
due to the world-standing of the organization. The officers and 
board tried to hold down expenditures, but they grew. We be- 
came involved in debt like all other boards doing work. Henee 
the cry of “extravagance” and “incompetence.” If men would 
reasonably consider the facts, there would be no occasion for all 
of these complaints, and all questions of methods and policy 
could have been adjusted by the Executive Committee. 


I beg to report that your funds are safely guarded in the Lott 
Carey Convention, and that all designated contributions will be 
faithfully applied. To satisfy the most exacting, a committee of 
three has been appointed to meet at the “headquarters” daily, 
if necessary, to pass upon all expenditures, and to see that all 
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moneys reach their destination. Every reasonable demand has 
been granted, and the disposition of the board is to give every 
contributing church or convention “a square deal.” To assume 
“dictatorship” is unreasonable—an unjust demand. Is this ques- 
tion precipitated to ruin foreign missions in this State? Let us 
hope not. Let us give liberally and save our pledge to our 
workers abroad. Supplement No. 2 to this report will explain in 
detail the debt question, which has been so ingloriously magni- 
fied recently in public print. 


Our Educational Program 


Our educational program is still unsettled. This condition tends 
to weakness. 

1. What should be done about Shaw University? Shall we 
continue to raise five thousand dollars a year, or shall we under- 
take to raise a hundred thousand dollars on endowment? What 
are we doing to increase the efficiency of the theological depart- 
ment I believe that if a campaign was waged under the super- 
vision of the school, the results would be highly gratifying. 

2. Then we should definitely make known our policy with re- 
gard to our Baptist secondary schools. As a State body, we do 
not claim an interest in any of them. Could we not designate 
and recognize a few of them as “our schools?” This might help 
in many ways. 

I respectfully submit this as my report, candidly and honestly 
presented. Whether we differ or agree on methods, we do agree 
that we owe our best to the Lord, and that we need wisdom and 
light and grace to do with our might what our hands find to do.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE BAPTIST STATE 
CONVENTION 


Article I 


This Convention shall be known as The Baptist State Conven- 
tion of North Carolina. 


Article II 


It shall be the object of this Convention to encourage and assist 
Shaw University; to educate young men called of God to the min- 
istry and approved by the churches to which they belong; to en- 
courage education among all the people of the State; to sup- 
port the Gospel in all destitute portions of the State; to send the 
Gospel to Africa and other heathen lands; to encourage the dis- 
tribution and the study of the Bible and sound religious literature; 
to assist Baptist churches in the erection of suitable houses of 
worship in unoccupied sections; to encourage the proper care of 
indigent orphan children and destitute and aged ministers of the 
Gospel; and to promote all agencies for social betterment. 


Article TI 


Section 1. This Convention shall be composed of Baptist As- 
sociations of North Carolina, regular Baptist churches, and all 
Baptist organizations of a missionary nature or character, and 
members in good standing in regular Baptist churches. 

Section 2. Any person in good standing in a Baptist church 
may become an annual member of this Convention by the payment 
of one dollar. Any Baptist Association may be represented by 
the payment of fifty cents per church, and may send one delegate 
for every ten churches or fraction thereof. Any Baptist church 
contributing during the year to the objects of this Convention 
shall be entitled to representation in this body, and churches so 
represented shall be required to pay an additional sum of two 
dollars annually, to meet the current expenses, and pastors of 
such contributing churches shall be considered members of this 
Convention by virtue of office. All churches, associations and 
Baptist organizations contributing money for Foreign Missions 
shall be permitted to designate where this money shall be sent, 
and each member present shall be entitled to one vote on all 
questions. 

Article IV 


Section 1. The officers of this Convention shall be a President, 
four Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, Recording Secretary, and As- 
sistant Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Statis- 
tician, and an Auditor. 

Section 2. To promote more vigorously the work of this Con- 
vention there shall be appointed a State Mission Board, consisting 
of thirty-five members elected by this body, and one member from 
each Association in the State. The members of this Board shall 
be considered the direct representatives of the interests of the 
Convention in their respective sections. The State Mission Board 
may appoint from time to time sub-committees for the prosecu- 
tion of the work of the Board. The Executive Committee shall 
be made up of the members of the State Mission Board. 
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Section 3. The Executive Committee, in addition to its general 
duties, is authorized through its representatives to confer with 
and institute plans for co-operative work in the State with the 
State Sunday School Convention and the Woman’s Baptist State 
Convention and with the other existing Baptist organizations. 


Section 4. The President shall preside at all the meetings of 
this Convention, and sign all orders drawn upon the Treasurer. 
One of the Vice-Presidents shall perform the same duties in the 
absence of the President. 


Section 5. The Recording Secretary and Assistant Recording 
Secretary shall keep a faithful record of the proceedings of the 
Convention, and shall prepare the minutes for the press, publish 
and distribute the same. 

Seetion 6. The Treasurer shall receive all funds collected for 
this Convention and make public acknowledgment of same every 
month in a paper designated by the Convention; hold all cash and 
notes belonging to the Convention, forward at least once in two 
months all contributions to their proper destination, and give a 
suitable bond to the Board of Missions, and make a full report 
of receipts and disbursements to the Convention, and to turn 
over to his successor in office, on retiring, all the papers and 
books belongting thereto. 

Section 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall be considered the 
official representative of the Beard of Missions, and shall conduct 
the correspondence of the Convention, issue all appeals for funds, 
make out and sign all orders on the Treasurer, and shall report 
as agent of the Mission Board to the Convention all work done 
during the year, and offer recommendations for the future de- 
velopment of the work. He shall receive contributions for all 
objects of the Convention and pay the same over to the Treasury 
within thirty days. The Board of Missions shall fix the salary of 
the Corresponding Secretary and ali other agents and mission- 
aries of the Convention. 

Section 8. The Auditor shall, before each annual meeting of the 
Convention, examine carefully the receipts, disbursements, vouch- 
ers, papers and books of the Treasurer, and his certificate to the 
facts in the case shall be attached to the Treasurer’s report. 


Article V 


Section 1. The Executive Committee, composed of fifteen mem- 
bers, elected by the Mission Board, shall be located at Raleigh, 
N. C., and shall have charge of the work of the Convention, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Missions. 

Section 2. The officers of the Convention shall be elected an- 
nually. The officers and missionaries shall be members in good 
standing in regular Baptist churches. 


Article VI 


The Convention shall meet annually on Tuesday evening before 
the first Monday in November, and close the following Friday 
evening. 

The Board of Missions shall meet at 10:00 o’clock A. M. on the 
day of the convening of the Convention, and at the same place. 
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Article VII 


The funds of this Convention shall be designated as Educa- 
tional, Foreign Missions. Home Missions, and General. The funds 
shall be kept separate and distinct, and the money contributed 
to either must be applied as designated. Any moneys sent up 
for any other object approved by the Convention shall be turned 
over to that object. 

Article VIII 


This Constitution may be changed or amended at any regular 
meeting of the Convention, prior to the last day, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present, provided notice of the same was 
given the previous year. 


CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE WOMAN’S 
STATE CONVENTION 


CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


This body shall be known as the Wowamn’s State Convention 
of North Carolina. 


Article II 


The object of this Convention shall be to promote the cause of 
Home and Foreign Missions; to assist in supporting the Reform 
School located at Charlotte, and to complete the establishment of 
the Old Folks’ Home, located at Scotland Neck, Orphan Asylums 
at Oxford and Winston, Roanoke Collegiate Institute, and several 


other schools in North Carolina, and to advance the cause of 
Christ in whatever way it can. 


Article IIE 


That this Convention be composed of Missionary Unions, Local 
Societies, Associations, Bands, etc. Annual and life members will 
be admitted by the payments, as follows: Unions and Associa- 
tions, $5.00: Societies, Clubs, Bands, etc., $2.00; annual members, 
50 cents; life members, $5.00. 


Article IV 


That we send each year for Foreign Missions a donation for 
part payment on one missionary’s salary (Susan B. Taylor) while 
engaged in the work of the Foreign Mission Board, directed by 
Rev. L. G. Jordan, located at Philadelphia. 

Section 1. That we pledge also to pay the expense of one mis- 
sionary member in the Haitian work by the Union Baptist Con- 
vention of North Carolina. 


Article V 


That the officers shall be: President, two or more Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Auditor, and the officers of the Convention shall be each, by 
virtue of his office, members of the boards. 
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Article VI 
The Treasurer shall hold all moneys and valuables belonging 
to the Convention, and shall make a proper entry of all receipts 
and disbursements. All orders for money must be signed by the 
President. Books shall be open at any time for inspection. 


Article VII 
The Recording Secretary shall keep a strict record of all pro- 
ceedings of the Convention. 
Article VIII 
The Corresponding Secretary shall correspond with every So- 
ciety, Band, Union, etc., that represents in the Convention, and 
keep file communication of the same. 
Article IX 
All officers appointed by the Convention shall be members of 
some regular church in union with the churches composing this 
Convention. 
Article X 
The bodies and individuals composing this Convention shal] 
have a right to specify the object or objects to which their con- 
tributions shall be applied, but when no specification is made, the 
Convention shall use its best judgment in applying the same. 


BY-LAWS 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention 
within thirty days to notify all members of their appointment, 
and chairmen of such committees of their appointment as chair- 
men. 

2. The rules of order for the Convention shall be those laid 
down in “Mell’s Manual of Parliamentary Practice” or other good 
authorities, but in cases where these differ, or for which they do 
not provide, the President shall exercise her judgment, subject 
to appeal to the Convention. 

3. Any dissension arising on the floor of the Convention is out 
of order, and it shall be the duty of the President to suppress 
such. 

4. Speeches in support of a report or individual shall be short, 
and no person shall be allowed to speak on the same more than 
five minutes. 

5. The Secretary shall form the closest possible connection with 
the members of the Convention by distributing circular letters, 
leaflets, newspapers, or the most expedient way for our people. 

6. The By-Laws may be altered at any time by a majority 
vote, except on the last-day of the Conventicn. 

7. That the Executive Board shall meet for the further trans- 
action of business pertaining to the Convention the morning of 
the last day of the Convention, at 10:00 o’clock A. M. 
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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE BAPTIST 
MINISTERS’ RELIEF CONFERENCE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA 


CONSTITUTION 
Preamble 


Whereas a large majority of the aged superannuated Baptist 
ministers are in dire need of financial aid in their decrepit con- 
dition, and whereas, quite a number of worthy ministers’ widows 
also need similar assistance, therefore the following Constitution 
is hereby drafted governing the Baptist Ministers’ Conference of 
North Carolina: 

Article I—Name 

The name of this organization shall be the Baptist Ministers’ 

Conference of North Carolina. 


Article I1I—Object 


The object of this organization shall be to render all possible 
aid, morally, spiritually, and financially to worthy Baptist min- 
isters’ widows and aged and decrepit Baptist ministers of the 
gospel of this State worthy of said aid. 


Article 11]—Membership and Dues 
Any Baptist minister in good and regular standing may become 
an annual member by the payment of $1.00 each year. 
Article 1V—Officers 


The officers of the body shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Secretary, and a Board of 
Control consisting of nine. 


Article V 


At each annual meeting, or as often between as possible, the 
Board of Control shall recommend worthy beneficiaries to be 
aided in proportion to their necessity and the amount in treasury. 


BY-LAWS 


Section 1. Time of Meeting: This body shall meet one day 
prior to the regular session of the Baptist State Convention. 

Section 2. At each meeting there shall be a program rendered, 
including an annual sermon. 

Section 3. Report of all officers and Board of Control shall be 
submitted. 

Section 4. All officers shall be elected annually. 

Section 5. There shall be a letter blank provided for this Min- 
isterial Relief Fund, giving each church an opportunity to donate 
annually. 

By motion, the above Constitution was adopted, with necessary 
additions. 
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
